SUBJECT : — Appointment of a Committee to review 
the working of the National Book Trust, 
India, to assess the extent of realisation 
of its objectives, etc. 

No. F.&l&ftZ-BPM. — ThQ National Book Trust, 
India, was set up in 1957 as an autonomous organisa- 
tion, and registered under the Societies Registration 
Act (XXI oi I860), with the two important objec- 
tives of (I) producing and encouraging the production 
of good booKs and making them available ai moderate 
prices and (ii) fostering bookmindedness by bringing 
out boot lists, arranging exhioitions and seminars and 
taking all other necessary steps. In 1951, the work- 
ing of the National Book Trust, India was reviewed 
by a three-member Committee and on the basis of its 
recommendations the Trust was reorganised in 1962. 
Since then, the Trust has emerged as one of the 
biggest publishers in the public sector. It has brought 
oui over 1000 books so far in English and the various 
Indian languages in well-conceived series; it has also 
organised a World Book Fair, held national book fairs, 
book exhibitions in several regions of the country; it 
has participated in a number of international book 
fairs and conducted several seminars, symposia, work- 
shops, etc. for book development in the country. 

The Public Accounts Committee (Fifth Lok Sabha) 
in its 86th Report on Audit Report (Civil) 1970 and 
Reports of the C.&A.G. 1970-71, Central Govern- 
ment (Civil) relating to the Minishy of Education and 
Social Welfare, has considered that at this stage a 
review of the working of the Trust was nenessary with 
a. view to assessing the extent of realisation of the 
objectives with which the National Book Trust, India, 
has been established. 

2. Accordingly, under Article 5 of the Memoran- 
dum of Association of the National Book Trust, India 
the Government of India is pleased to appoint a Com- 
mittee to review the working of the National Book 
Trust, India, with the following composition : 

Chairman 

(1) Prof. Niharranjan Ray, Emeritus Professor, 
Calcutta University, 57 Lodi Estate, New 
Delhi-3. 

Members 

(2) Prof. Vir Bahadur Singh, MP, 24th North 
Avenue, New Delhi- 1. 

(3) Prof. Rais Ahmed. Professor and Head of 
the Department of Physics, Aligarh Muslim 
University, Aligarh (U.P.). 

The Committee shall be empowered to coopt addi- 
tional members for any specific purpose considered 
necessary. The Director of the National Book Trust, 
India, will be the Secretary of the Committee without 
being a member. The National Book Trust will also 
provide the necessary secretariat assistance to the 
Committee. 


3. Terms of reference : 

The terms of reference oi the Review committee -~ 
shall be as follows : — 

(1) To assess the extent the National Book 
Trust has realised its objectives as defined 
in its Memorandum of Association and 
how far it has carried out the programmes 
visualised in the Tara Chand Review Com- 
mittee Report and new lines of activities 
added to the programmes of the Trust since 
1962 and to suggest whether any new objec- 
tive' should be included; 

(2) To examine the present method and policy 
of the Trust relating to pricing, printing, 
distribution and sale of its publications and 
to make suggestions for bringing about 
economy in their production and their rapid 
disposal; 

(3) To examine the feasibility of the Trust pre- 
paring proforma accounts in the nature of 
profit and loss accounts and balance sheet; 
and 

(4) To suggest future lines of programme for the 
Trust for the next 10 years. 

4. Headquarters of the Committee : 

The Headquarters of the Review Committee shall 
be at New Delhi, 

5. Tenure of Membership : 

The tenure of the Chairman and members of the 
Review Committee shall be till the Committee submits 
its final report to the Government. The Committee 
will take up its work immediately, will meet as often 
necessary, and shall submit its report to the Govern- 
ment in about six months, i.e. before the end of 
February, 1974. If there is any casual vacancy 
among the members, the Government is empowered 
to fill that vacancy for the residual period. The Gov- 
ernment is also empowered to appoint one or more 
members on the Committee, if considered necessary. 

6. The Review Committee will meet as often as 
necessary and devise its own modus operand i.
